and across the Atlantic. , 


On reaching"the city, the 'delegation 


formed in double file," each adorned 
with a yellovr satin ribbon badge, on 
which was printed, "Carrier, Ports- 
mouth Daily Times," and marched up 
Central avenue to Fifth, 
following 


Fifth to Fountain square. 
Here we 


broke ranks, and each went out on a 
foraging expedition. As almost all 
had left home too early to take break- 
fast, "Twenty minutes for refresh- 
ments," was the order, and at the end 
of that time, every lad was again in 
line. We then took a Walnut street 
car for the Zoo. The boys were not a 
little delighted with the view of the 
Queen City as it is seen from the in- 
cline, and their comments, both on the 
incline and the city, would make a vol- 
ume and furnish many older people 
food for thought. 
The power house 


for the Ninth street cable attracted the 
attention of the boys, and it was de- 
cided to stop on our return and see it.

lions are fitted up in elegant style for 
serving refreshments or giving enter- 
tainments, and, in short, nothing is 
left undone by the efficient and courte- 
ous management to add to the comfort 
and convenience of the thousands who 
daily visit this famous spot from all 
parts of the country.

knowledges tie courtesy extended by 
Mr. Heck and his efficient corps of as- 
sistants. 


Having "done" the Zoo, we walked 


back to the power house of the Ninth 
street cable, aud after inspecting the 
ponderous machinery that sends the 
huge wire cables on their serpentine 
course beneath the streets of tho city, 
and furnishes the motive power that, 
though far away and unseen and nn- 
comprehended by many, still bears the 
hurrying, skurrying millions hither 
and thither, as if by magic, we took 
the car and made for Fountain square. 
"One hour for dinner!" was the order, 
and the boys needed no coaxing to get 
them to eat.

But why attempt 


the impossible? No pen picture could 
possibly do it justice or fill the meas- 
ure of praise which it deserves. 
The 


electrical illumination, consisting of 
nearly 5,000 incandescent lights, calls 
for especial mention. The effect of 
this brilliant illumination is height- 
ened by its reflection in the two-mile 
lake of crystal water around which 
the vari-colored lights are placed at a 
distance of every three feet. 
There 


seems to be no «nd of electrical display. 
Every building is richly decorated with 
its soft and mellow light, and every 
nook and cranny has a sparkling, scint- 
ilating point. 


The new and enlarged club house 


where John Lehner holds forth as 
"chief steward" in all the "dignity of 
office" and geniality of spirit, is like 
a prismaite palace. The myriad lights 
at night are reflected from the bosom 
of the lake below it like so many gems 
set in the blue-green waters. 


Then there are the scenic railways, 


electriu launches, 
Moorish 
temples, 


row boats, dancing pavilion, roof gar- 
den, 
carousals and. bathing beaches. 


One of the features which is creating 
quite a sensation is called tbe Prom- 
enade Royal. 
In other words, it is a 


broad board walk extending half way 
around the lake, on which there is 
placed chairs, rustic seats and resting 
conveniences of all stlyes and quaint 
constructions for the comfort of the 
visitors. 
All of these the boys enjoyed 


to the full extent of happy, untram- 
meled childhood, aud gazed with won- 
der upon the structure, not quite com- 
plete, and that is shown in the accom- 
panying engraving. 


This is the latest society whirl, 


called "Shooting the Chutes." It is 
one of the largest constructions of the 
Lagoon, costing over §40,000.

(£ There was a full attendance, both of 
members and lobbists at Friday niglit 
session of the school board. It was the 
time for 
electing teachers for the 


coming year but for some' tmkncnvn 
reason the election was not held or the 
matter broached in any -way. 
The 


board was in sessipn less than'fifteen 
minutes, Clerk Draper took up half the 
time in reading the minutes and Dr. 
Tappan utilized the remaining few 
minutes in presenting to the board his 
protest against the election of Superin- 
tendent Vickers. 


Superintendent Vickers reported the 


following graduating 
class in high 


school and diplomas were 
ordered 


awarded accordingly. 


Classical Course—Annis 
Cornelia 


Treuthart, with highest distinction; 
Elizabeth Virginia Bickers, with dis- 
tinction ; Clifford^Burnham Anderson, 
diploma. .

Dorothea 


Deuschle, with distinction; David Ar- 
thur Ferguson, with distinction; Hen- 
rietta Lahmering, diploma. 


English Normal Course—Edith Rpyse 


•with dictinction; John Jackson Kel- 
lison, James Augustus Melvin, Jessie 
Warring Thomson, diplomas. 


Elective Courses—Cora Belle Carsey, 


with distinction. 


Mrl'Doty moved that in view of the 


present financial embarrassment of the 
treasury, the financial committee be 
authorized to borrow $3,-300 for thirty 
days. 
Carried. 


Mr. Doty, of tho finance committee 


also read the following report which 
was received and placed on file. 


"Upon examination we find the fol- 


lowing facts: 


"Balance on hand- May 25, 1895, 


§1,817, Balance on hand May 25 1896, 
§1,649.95. Hence disbursements of the 
year exceed receipts $107,36. From the 
present outlook the receipts and dis- 
bursements of the coming year will not 
materially vary from the past year. For 
the past two years the levy has been 6j^ 
mills. In view of the above facts we 
recommend that the levy for this year 
be fixed at 6)^ mills, and the clerk is 
hereby authorized to certify the same 
to the tax commission." 


In reference to the interest which 


had been paid in at the Farmer's Bank 
and not called for until after the failure 
of the bank, Mr. Doty stated that the 
committee had trustworthy legal advice 
to the effect that the board was re- 
sponsible to the party holding the 
coupons for the payments of the interest. 
On motion thev|lSO interest paid into 
the bank last August was ordered paid 
again. 


Mr. Royse of the committee on 


graduating exercises, stated that it had 
been determined to have regular old 
fashioned graduating exercises at the 
high school building. 
A small admis- 


sion fee will be charged. 


The services of the truant officer were 


ordered dispensed with until the be- 
gining of the next school year. 


Dr. Tappan 
presented a protest 


against 
the action of 
the 
board 


in reelecting 
Superintendent 
Vick- 


ers. 
It 
was very evident that 


President Pixley did not want to have 
the protest read and tried everyway to, 
squelch it by interrupting Dr. Tappan 
and cutting short his preliminary re- 
marks. 
The protest was signed by 


Messrs. Tappan, Kline, Clare, Dawsou, 
Pursell and Ives. 
It was concluded 


in the following 'strong but highly 
respectful language. 


"We, .the undersigned members of 


the Board of Education, respectfully 
aut earnestly 
protest 
against 
the 


action of this board taken May loth 
by which Dr. Thomas Vickers was re- 
imployed . as superintendent of 
the 


Portsmouth public 
schools for the 


coming two years. 


While recognizing the right of the 


majority of this board to to select a 
man of their own choice, we believe 
that everything in the situation here 
demanded moderation and the insist- 
ance of their will, only after the fail- 
ure of earnest efforts to secure united 
action. 
A proposition looking towards 


this end was rejected. 


More especially do we protest against 


the board under all the existing cir- 
cumstances going to the extreme limit 
of its power in employing Dr. Vickers 
:or two years. The power thus granted 
is very larely exercised, only once be- 
fore, we believe during the history of 
our schools. 


The fact that the statute is permis- 


sive, rather than mandatory, plainly 
implies that the power which it confers 
should be exercised with wise caution 
and only under the most favorable con- 
ditions. 
In our judgment these condi- 


tions were altogether lacking in the 
present instance and there were mani- 
fest the weightiest reasons why a dif- 
erent course should have been pursued. 
This is sufficiently evidenced by the 
following well known facts: 


The board was almost evenly divided 


in judgment as to the wisdom of con- 
tinuing the present superintendent for 
even one year, a majority of those re- 
cently elected arid who may be sup- 
posed to best reflect public sentiment 
upon this question belonging to the 
proposition. 
Of the eight votes cast 


for the resolution objected to, five were 
by persons whose term of office expires 
in less than a year. 
And, moreover, 


whatever may be the cause, there exists 
in the community a widespread and in- 
tense opposition to the present superin- 
tendent, one that has continued for 
years and shows no signs of abatement. 


The action complained of takes out 


of the hands of the nest board a power 
which, in any case of doubt as to its 
position, should have been left to its 
freest exercise, compelling it to con- 
tinue in its employment for one entire 
year a man who perhaps may not be 
the choice of a majority of that board- 


But a still more serious objection is 


found in the possibility of thus thwart- 
ing the popular will and keeping back 
from the people for a full year that 
which they have already asked for and 
which they may demand with increased 
emphasis at the polls next spring. 


In our opinion the people have a 


right to control in all these matters, 
and those who hold office by their 
suffrage are but their representatives 
and should ever respect their will. Our 
laws never were intended to take from 
the people that power which, under our 
form of government, inherently belongs 
P

were reasons for doubting what the 
people desire in a matter so deeply 
affecting their highest interests, as the

•wisdom as well as a proper regard for 
their rights dictate a moderate^ and cau- 
tious exercise of power upon the part 
of their servants! 


The aim and effort of all should be 


to realize in.actual experience that 
•which we have in name and of which 
we so proudly boast, "a government of 
the people, by the people, for the peo- 
ple." 
• Therefore, in no spirit' of factious 
opposition, but with profound sense of 
our own responsibility and in the earn- 
est conviction that a grave error was 
committed, we present this protest 
against the action above cited taken by 
your honorable body." 


On motion of Mr. 
Mitchell 
the 


protest was ordered placed on file. 


There seemed to be no furthur busi- 


ness before the board and Mr. Doty, 
mewed on adjourment. 
Carried.

Manner in Which Portsmouth 


People Were Treated. 


By CmnicoiHe Citizens at tlie Polo-Crtll- 


llcotlie Game Sunday Afternoon. 


The Home jTenm Defeated by' a Score of 


3 to 0 But They Wpre Deliberately 


Robbed—How It Was Done—The 


Games With the Olympic* Satur- 


day—Other Grimes. 


The much talked of game of ball be- 


tween the Ohillicothes and the Ports- 
mouths came off Sunday afternoon at 
Ohillicothe, and the official score shows 
that Chillicothe won by a score of 3 to 
0. The runs \vere made in the first 
and eighth 
innings, 
an error by 


Brooker contributing to the first run 
After two men were on bases in the 
eighth, a timely two-bagger brought 
them in"and cinched the Ohillicothes' 
hold on the game. 


t<Everybody who saw tho game agreed 
that it was one of the prettiest ever 
seen in the Scioto Valley. 
With the 


score 1 to 0 in the eighth inning, it 
must have been a beauty. 
Seevers was 


in the box for tho Polos and pitched a 
magnificent' game. He was hit safely but 
few times. He was splendidly supported, 
the club giving the cleanest exhibition 
of fielding neon in Chillicotho for many 
a day. 
Not a fly escaped the outfield- 


ers, and tho whole team played an al- 
most errorless game. Seevers struck 
seven men out, and Whisner, the Chil- 
licothe pitcher, struck out 11. Whis- 
ner pitched a fine game, too, but was 
not so well supported as was Seevers. 
The Polos played a much bettor game 
than their opponents, and won the un- 
willing admiration of the crowd by 
their plucky up-hill fight. The Ports- 
month people present pin their faith 
on the boys more firmly than ever. 


So much for the game. 
The manner 


in which it was won reflects the great- 
est discredit upon the Ohillicothe ball 
club, the patrons of tho game in Ohil- 
licothe and the manager of the ball 
park, Mr. Hamm. The Portsmouth 
club and their friends who went up 
with them on the N. & W. excursion 
train were treated in the most shsime- 
ful manner on all sides and on all oc- 
casions. They were not even treated 
half-way decent. If £»• Portsmouth man 
exchanged half a dozen words with a 
Ohillicothe citizen, a big policeman 
•was pretty sure to interfere and blow 
and bluster. Ill one or two instances 
the Portsmouth man was arrested some 
time after the encounter. One of those 
•who met this fate was Charley Am- 
berg, an excellent young man who was 
forced into a controversy. It was not 
safe to root for the Polos unless a 
dozen or two Portsmouth boys were to- 
gether. The Portsmouth crowd were 
given the roughest deal any excursion- 
ists from this city over received. It 
was a disgrace to Ohillicotho. 


Tho game progressed 
under 
the 


double umpire system, Nichols, of this 
city, and Schildor, of Ohillicothe, be- 
ing tho umpires. 
Nichols was scared, 


and Schilder, while n well meaning 
young man, was deliberately unfair in 
his decisions. Ho admitted after the 
game that his decisions were rank, but 
excused himself by saying that had he 
done otherwise he would havo been 
compelled to move from Chillicothe. 
The Polos got tho worst of it ou balls 
and strikes, nud on all close decisions, 
and \vore deliberately cheated out of 
runs. Tho story of tho game would 
havo been different had tho Polos been 
given anything like a fair deal. 


There was a squabble after the gamo 


over tho gate receipts. Manager Hamm 
put the nttondnnco at 085, whon there 
weto certainly 1,000 people present. 
Ho deducted SI. 00 railroad faro for 
onch man, when tho faro was only §1. 
In this and other ways he deducted 
various sums, and when ho got through 
adding nud subtracting, he found a 
balance of $6 and a fow cents in favor 
of Mr. Wobb, 
Tho latter was greatly 


surprised, as ho oxpocted to pay some- 
thing for tho privilege of playing.
